Lhasa Still in 
Hands of the 
Boy Lama 


New Delhi, India, Nov. 
6(/P). — 


India has been advised that Tib- 
et's 16-year-old ruler,- the Dalai 
Lama, and his government of Bud- 
hist priests still control Lhasa, the 
Tibetan capital. 


This report yesterday from In- 


dia's representative in Lhasa, Dr. 
S. Sinha, contradicted 
persistent 


rumors stemming 
from 
Tibetan 


traders that the boy ruler and his 
elderly regent, Takta 
Rlmpoche, 


had fled before invading Chinese 
Communist armies.

Dr. Slnha's report heartened of- 


ficial sources who had felt that the 
swift collapse of the Tibetan gov- 


rnment was imminent. The Indian 
overntnent had told Dr. Sinha Irt- 
ia would give asylum to any le- 
gitimate refugee from Tibet. 


Of the military situation,., the 


eport said only that Communisl 
roops were regrouping for further 
attacks after the capture of Cham- 
do, major caravan center 350 air 
miles east and north of Lhasa.
